BY FLOODS IN BRITISH ISLES 


Yorkshire and Wales Experience 
Worst Inundation in Years; 
Dublin Partly Under Water.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—Serious 
floods swept large sections of En- 
gland and Ireland today. Ireland 
appeared to be harder hit than En- 
gland, althouzh the midlands, 
Yorkshire and North Wales re- 
ported the worst floods in 50 years. 

Hundreds were made homeless in 
Dublin and Meath Counties, Ire- 
land, and Tjruncondra reported 260 
houses were undcr water.

Parts of Dublin were inundated, 
but late advices said the waters 
were receding.

“The regime established between 
Germany and Austria on the basis 
of and within the limits of the 
Principles laid down by the protoe- 
col of March 19, 1931 would not

It agreed with a forecast made 
during the last week by those in 
touch with political affairs that 
Austria would be forbidden to pur- 
Sue the scheme, a source of alarm 
to France and nations of the Little 
Entente particularly. 

The Court's principal Opinion

“Any sleep on the way?” some- 
one asked. 

“Yes,” Doolittle smiled. “s 
dropped off about 20 miles out of 
St. Louis and slept until we were 
over the field’”—a nip of less than 
10 minutes at the speed Haizlip 
was setting. 

Doolittle was reminded that he 
announced after his last parachute 
jump here two months ago that he 
had retired from stunt flying ana 
asked how he reconciled his trans- 
continental flight with that state- 
ment. 

“That's easy,” Doolittle replied 
quickly. ‘“‘I’m through with stunts 
to thrill crowds. That’s a bit or 
foolishness that I won't indulge in 
any mode. But if there’s any rea- 
sonable project that will advance 
the science of aviation, I’m ready 
for it, any time.” 

Doolitie’s Laird, which is only 17 
feet long and 21 feet wide, is in the 
shop at Cleveland today where me- 
chanics are replacing its 425-horse- 
power engine with another one that 
will turn up about 600. The plane, 
Doolittle told reporters, lands at 
80 miles an hour and its high 


speed, with the new engine, will be |- 
close to 300 


miles an hour. He 
will fly it in the Thompson Trophy 
Race Monday at Cleveland and will 
attempt to set anew land-plane 
speed mark. 

Looks Over Shoenhair’s Plane, 

After he had talked briefly with 
reporters Doolittle visited the han- 
gar of Von Hoffmann Aircraft Cor- 
poration where the racing plane of 
Lee Shoenhair is being repaired 
for participation in the Thompson 
Trophy race. 

Shoenhair’s plane went over on 
its back last week at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field when a brake locked 
as he took off for Burbank to en- 
ter the transcontinental race. The 
ship was badly damaged. 

Doolittle had not been in the 
hangar with the plane more than 
30 seconds before he was squat- 
ting on the floor beside Dale 
Jackson, the endurance flyer, 
Merle Bouse of the Von Hoffmann 
organization, and a half dozen oth- 
er mechanics, red-eyed from loss 
of sleep, who had worked twice 
around the clock putting last-min- 
ute touches on the piane. 


The flying Major consulted with 
the mechanics on their installation 
of brakes, made a few suggestions, 
and managed to get his hands 
greasy. Monday Shoenhair_ will 
compete with him in the Thomp- 
son race. The plane, almost iden- 
tical with Doolittle’s, will be ready 
this afternoon for its test flight. 

After he had satisfied himself 
that all was going well with the 
work on his competitor’s plane, 
Doolittle rejoined the party bound 
for Cleveland, started his motor, 
“reyved” it up for a few seconds 
on the chocks, then taxied out on 
the field and was on his way again. 

Doolittle’s Busy Day. . 

Doolittle’s course across the con- 
tinent yesterday brought him down 
for fuel first at Aubuquerque, N. 
M. Next came a stop at Kansas 
City, and then came Cleveland. 
After a brief stop for fuel there, 
he was off for New York. For the 
race to Cleveland he won the $7500 
Bendix prize and a gold plaque, 
and for the new transcontinental 
record he got an additional $2500. 

His transcontinental speed mark 
cut an hour and 10 minutes from 
the record established last spring 
by Capt. Frank M, Hawks, while 
his prize money approximately 
equals his personal loss suffered 
when his own racing plane lost its 
ailerons in the air over Curtiss- 
Steinberg Airport on a test flight 
two months ago and Doolittle had 
to make a hair-raising but success- 
fu) parachute jump. 

The starting of the Burbank- 
Cleveland flight was delayed four 
days by bad weather which was 
particulariy dangerous to the rac- 
ing pilots because of the high 
landing speed of their planes and 
the hazard that would give to 
forced landings under low ceilings. 

Started in Darkness. 

Doolittle, sixth to get away in 
a field of eight pilots, took to the 
air from Burbank at 1:35 a. m., 
Pacifie standard time (3:35 central 
standard time), and with his com- 
petitors crossed the mountains in 
the darkness. He stopped at Albu- 
querque at 6:44 central standard 
time, and at 9:50 in Kansag City. 
Then he sped across Northern 
Missouri and Illinois, passed over 
Fort Wayne, Ind., five minutes 
after noon and ‘at 12:50 p, m.

MARTIAL LAW 
FOR THIRTY DAYS 


Goverament in Earlier Ap- 
| peal to People, Says Sit- 
uation ‘Must Face It With 


Confidence.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 5.— 


Manuel Trucco, acting President of 
Chile, issued a statement through 
the War Office today shortly after 
it had been announced that bonib- 
ing planes were converging on “the 
mutinous battle fleet off Coquimbo, 
that the air fleet and army in joint 
action had forced the surrender of 
rebellious units ashore and afloat. 

“The country is informed,” this 
statement said, “that the army, Ca- 
rabineros and the aviation corps, in 


brilliant joint action, have obtained 
the surrender of the rebellious nayv- 
al and land units.” 

The Navy Department § an- 
nounced that the naval bases at 
Talcahuano and Valparaiso were in 
the hands of the Government. 

The Minister of the Navy denied 
that several naval vessels ‘had been 
sunk. 

Shortly thereafter, however, the 
Government declared a State of 
martial law throughout Chile for a 
period of 30 days. Phe decree was 
signed by the Acting President and 
by Premier Mora. 

Bombing planes took off from 
naval bases along the coast between 
Talcahuano and Coquimbo today to 
bomb ships of the battle fleet in 
the hands of rebel crews. 

They were ordered out after the 

rebels had defied an ultimatum 
calling on them to. surrender. 
Meanwhile Federal forces occupied 
coast defenses and stationed troops 
to protect foreign holdings. A 
guard was placed on a fuel oil 
base owned by the Anaconda Cop- 
per Co. at Tocopilla, but thus far 
no Americans have been injured 
and no American property has been 
damaged. 
The Government today disclosed 
that it had served an ultimatum 
last night ordering that the bat- 
tle fleet be surrendered by 1 a. m. 
today. When the hour came the 
rebels were given 20 minutes grace 
and orders went out to attack the 
fleet from the air. 

Statement by President. 
Trucco earlier issued an official 
Summary of the events since the 
crews of ships in the ‘battle fleet 
mutinied, and gave an indication of 
the course which the Government 
will follow. 

“After two days of negotiations 
conducted by Admiral von 
Schroeder, in which the Govern- 
ment went to the extreme limit of 
moderation and prudence, granting 
all just petitions and agreeing to 
make no reprisals, the crews of the 
ships at Coquimbo refused to sign 
in agreement which was to end 
the revolt started last Monday,” 
said this statement, which bore 
the signatures of the acting Presi- 
dent, Premier Mora, and all the 
other members of the Gavernment, 

“Last Monday the crews muti- 
pied, arrested their officers, break- 
ing the traditions of an institution 
which is our pride because it fills 
the most glorious pages of our his- 
tory. They rose in open rebellion 
against discipline and their most 
sacred oaths. 

Painful Duty of Government. 
“The Government is thus placea 
in the painful and unavoidable po- 
sition of adopting the measures at 
its disposal to dominate the sub- 
versive fleet. These measures wil] 
be adopted without hesitation.” 
Another statement, issued at the 
headquarters of Gen. Carlos. Ver- 
gara who has been placed in com. 
mand of Government forces, said: 
“After using all means to induce 
the subversive sailors to abandon 
their course, the Government has 
decided to enforce respect for the 
laws of the republic. 

“The supreme Government 
placed all the forces of the na- 
tional defense under the _ direct 
command of Gen. Vergera, Minister 
of War, with complete authority to 
make the rebels submit to the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Orders for occupying the forts 
and land defenses of Valparaiso 
and Talcahuano have been  exe- 
cuted.” 

Communists were said to have in- 
stigated a large part of the trouble 
which led to the fleet’s rebellion 
and to the Government's decision to 
take emergency war measures. 
The Government is taking steps 
to protect the great fuel oil re- 
serves at San Antonio, a port on 
the coast directly west of Santiago.

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LABOR DAY MESSAGE 
OF A.F.L. PRESIDENT 


William Green Declares In 
dustry Must Find Places for 
5,000,000 Jobless. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Presi- 


dent William Green of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has is- 
sued the following Labor day mes- 
e: 
“Labor day, 1931, finds our na- 
tion facing an industrial crisis of 
unprecedented dimensions. 
“There are now over 5,000,000 
persons without an opportunity to 
earn a livelihood and an equal 
number working part time. 
“With the coming of the winter, 
fall seasonal work is over, and there 
will be an increase in the millions 
of jobless. There will be wide- 
spread need of relief. 
“The best relief that canbe of- 
fered the unemployed is a job. Jobs 
to 5,000,000 would put money into 
circulation that would start the 
machinery of factories moving. 
“The unemployed millions do not 
ask for charity or doles. They ask 
for jobs in order to earn their daily 
bread. 
“There is practically no employ- 


employe to his payroll if he knew 
all others would do the same thing 
at the same time. 
“There are approximately 2,000,- 
000 persons in business on their 
own account and 600,000 in the 
professions in the United States. 
“If each would add an employe 
or more in. proportion to the size of 
the establishment, the relief work 
of the winter would practically be 
provided. 
“In return for the job the ¢vork- 
ers would create wealth; so our cap- 
ital would not go into unproductive 
uses. 
“The wage earners of this coun- 
try have an investment in the in- 
dustry they have helped to operate. 
“Without: wage earners these 
companies could not make profits 
and pay dividends, 
“Industrial executives owe jus- 
tice to wage earners—not charity. 
“Contributions to the commun- 
ity chest or to special relief sub- 
scriptions will not be accepted in 
lieu of justice. 
“In the decade between 1919 and 
1929 productivity increased 54 per 
cent per individual worker in man- 
ufacturing industries per hour 
while real wages increased only 
24.3 per cent.

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For the Six-Hour Day. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE present business depression, in 


my opinion, is caused by interna- 
tional financial difficulties and over- 
production. The first may be overcome 
by negotiations, and the latter by reduc- 
tion of hours of labor per man per day 
or per week. 

Our civilization and machinery effi- 
ciency have s0 reduced the total hours of 
labor necessary to produce the world’s 
daily needs that there are not enough 
hours of -labor to keep everyone that 
wants to work employed if each man 
works eight hours per day. 

A reduction of the working day to six 
hours instead of eight hours would put 
back in employment a huge number of 
workers based even on the present lim- 
ited production schedule. What we need 
is consumers and this reduction in the 
working hours from eight hours to six 
hours per day per man would produce 
consumers by giving 25 per cent more 
men employment. 

If international financial difficulties 

are eliminated, we will still have over- 
production unless the hours of labor per 
man are constantly reduced in some 
manner proportionately with the con- 
stantly increasing efficiency of our ma- 
chinery. 
: If our Government were openly and 
: actively to advocate a shortening of the 
hours of labor per man, it would reduce 
considerably the necessarily large amount 
} of charity relief to the unemployed and 
prevent the adoption of anything similar 
to the dole system. 

The dole system is unsatisfactory and 
inequitable, since it would make drones.

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WHY WASTE FEDERAL REVENUE? 

Why talk of economy and moan over the 
deficit of $1,000,000,000 in the Federal Treasury, 
when we spend millions to enforce ene Federal law 
designed wholly to punish acts not in themselves 
criminal? 

In the appropriation bill put through at the last 
Congress, $51,239,000 was allotted to the Department 
of Justice, now in charge of prohibition enforcement. 
Of this total the sum of $11,369,000 was set aside for 
the Prohibition Bureau. To this amount appropriat- 
ed for the enforcement of prohibition, the sum of 
$2,500,000 was added to enlarge the prohibition unit. 
Subsequently, the sum of $543,370 was appropriated 
for a similar purpose. The total allotment, there- 
fore, for the enforcement of the prohibition laws 
amounted to $11,412,370, or between one-third and 
one-fourth of the total appropriation for supporting 
the Department of Justice and enforcing all the other 
Federal laws. 

The enforcement of prohibition, of course, costs the 
Government far more than the sum allotted for the 
expenses of the Prohibition Bureau of the Department 
of Justice. There are the expenses of arrests, jails, 
prosecuting attorneys and courts, and the support of 
thousands of prisoners in the penitentiaries. If 
summed up, the actual expense of.enforcing the pro- 
hibition faws would be a staggering sum. But, of 
course, that relates to the question of repeal. We 
are talking now of the money actually expended on 
the prohibition unit, employed and used solely to dis- 
cover the violations of the prohibition laws and to

In fact, 
there is not a jot of actual law in its true sense in 
the constitutional amendment or the Volstead act. 
They do not stand up as law under any definition 
of law except the enactment of them. They are ad- 
mitted by all the experts, including the Wickersham 
Commission on law enforcement, to be contrary 
to a great mass of public opinion, and unenforceable. 
Their attempted enforcement has resulted in no good 
to the country, but many disastrous evils. They have 
fostered official corruption and lawlessness, public 
‘lawlessness, crimes of the worst character, con- 
tempt for law, and hostility hitherto unknown 
against the Government. 

Why persist in the folly of regarding the prohibi- 

tion laws as sacred, to be enforced by a special unit 

created for that purpose, and by the expenditure of 
millions? Why expend millions for the special en- 
forcement of laws which cause far more evil than 
| good and are chargeable with a devastating wave of 
lawlessness and crime? If we have any money to 
| spare for the enforcement of any laws, it should be 
| expended on the enforcement of laws against actual 
 evime-madieder, kidnaping, burglary, robbery, theft, 
| racketeering, and others which afflict the country 
'as never before. 

| We are facing a huge deficit. We have need for 
'millions to relieve the unemployed, destitute of the 
/means of subsistence. We have special need of effi- 
ecient enforcement of laws against crimes endanger- 
ing the lives and property of the people. Why waste 
millions og a futile effort to control the harmless 
conduct, the personal and domestic habits, of the 
people? 

The weakness of the prohibition laws was suspect- 
ed by its advocates in creating a special fund and a 
unit for their enforcement. That weakness has been 
fully demonstrated. Prohibition has been worse than 
a failure for good, and is a potent factor for evil. 

The first act of the new Congress in dealing with 
the conditions arising from the depression and the 
necessity of economy should be to eliminate the spe- 
cial appropriations and the special prohibition unit 
for the enforcement of the Volstead act. The en- 
forcement should be left in the hands of the De- 
partment of Justice, where it belongs, without special 
appropriations, and if the department is wise it will 
devote its available funds not for the special enforce- 
ment of prohibition but for the suppression of the 
crimes which it has engendered.

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THE HERON AND THE GLOOMY DEAN. 

Even the calm, phlegmatic English are seeing por- 
tents in the air in these troublous times. A heron 
has settled down on the golden cross of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and all day long sits grimly above the 
roar and smoke of London. It has occasioned in- 
numerable prophecies and predictions. According te 
the temperaments of prophetic passersby, the bird 
on its incongruous roost has portended everything 
from the black plague to a ghostly visitation by 
Queen Victoria, destined to bring back the solid vir- 
ues of her prosperous reign. The innocent heron— 
aturalists will not even guess why it chanced to 
light in the heart of the world’s largest city—has

lems which arise, citizens need information, the chief 
purveyor of which is the press. Where there are 
two or more newspapers in a community under dis- 
tinct managements, it is probable that there will be 
as many points of view for consideration. Public 
opinion in the refined sense comes only from forums 
where the issues are debated from all sides. It can- 
not be denied that by and large the calm of the one 
newspaper town is bought at the cost of public in- 
difference and voter apathy. 

An even grosser evil presents itself. The reduction 
of the number of newspapers makes easier the task 
of those who would bring the press under their in- 
fluence for personal gain. In Montana, for example, 
it was revealed just before the election last fall that 
nine of 11 newspapers in the principal cities were 
controlled by the owners of large corporations. The 
founding fathers foresaw that in many cases the 
press would be the people’s only protection, and so 
they explicitly declared it should enjoy fullest free- 
dom. Restriction, whether by censorship or by con- 
centrated control, bodes ill for the future. Indeed, 
a strong case can be made for the argument that the 
widespread merging of newspapers is_one of the nfost 
evil tendencies of our times. 
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“Buy, but don’t drink,” is Director Woodcock’s 
advice to prohibition agents, while old Mr. Economy’s 
counsel would probably be, “Drink, but don’t buy.” 
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NOTABLE PROGRAMS. 
The fall and winter program of the Liberal Forum 
is such as to win the approbation of every St. Louis- 
an whose thinking has room for the political prob- 
lems of a moving world.

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WE BREAK A LANCE FOR HARVARD. 

Miss Gertrude Klivans of Youngstown, O., has 
brought back some news from Russia which will 
probably win an approving nod from our strait-laced, 
if there are any of that clan left. The young wom- 
an, @ Radcliffe graduate, was doing a tour of the 
world, and, on the impulse of the moment, left her 
party in Japan to go to Moscow to see things for 
herself.

I'd prefer the Russian because he is more ma- 
ture, more intelligent, not so flippant and doesn’t 
neck. Necking is not a national pastime in Rus- 
sia. Sex is delegated to secondary importance. 
Work comes first, then sex. 
Anything we might say of the young woman's 
choice in the circumstances would have to be in 
terms of unreserved approbation. But the circum- 
stances—we shall have to consider them. It is a 
rainy night, remember, and remember, too, the Place 
is Youngstown.

Why Vauclain Favors Dry Law Repeal

cy WAS for prohibition when the eight- 
eenth amendment was passed because 
I believed that it would do good,” 
Samuel Matthews Vauclain, chairman of 
the board of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, told me when I asked for his views. 

“It has now been in effect for more than 
a decade, and it has made many ene pdos- 
sible. But’ prohibition has _ foiste bad 
things on the country and a majority of 
the intelligent people, I believe, feel that it 
must go. The Federal Government cannot 
enforce the Volstead act. It cannot do s0 
without the aid of the military, and to use 
the army and navy for such a _ purpose 


ships. worse than those of Russia.” 

Although he is 75, Vauclain still gives the 
‘{mpression of rugged strength. His hair is 
white, but has not thinned. His shoulders 
are wide and bulky. Ordinarily he likes to 
talk about locomotives, which are the con- 
suming interest of his life, and about the 
men who build them. He knows the pe- 
culiarities of both, their virtues and their 
occasional faults. .In normal times his 
works employ about 12,000 men, and Mr. 
Vauclain has known the American work- 
man for about 60 years, for he started as a 
shopman himself. 

The head of the Baldwin works is not, I 
should guess, a pronounced liberal. He is 
a conservative industrialist, a lifelong mem- 
ber of the Republican party, a friend of 
high tariffs, a believer in the doctrine that 
the destiny of the nation is most wisely con- 
trolled by the business men who are safe 
and sane and in whose judgment he has 
confidence. It is not, I think, unfair to 
say that his outlook on economic and social 
questions is roughly comparable to that of 
Mark Hanna, adviser to McKinley and 
Roosevelt. I mean, of course, the Mark 
Hanna who really existed—not the carica- 
ture created by hostile newspapers. 
Vauclain talks slowly, unless the subject 
is the vagaries of locomotives. I think that 
his views take shape slowly, also, and it is 
for this reason that more than a’ decade 
had to pass before he publicly expressed his 
belief that prohibition was not, after all, a 
success. On the other hand, he has never 
been an ardent dry and no data exists to 
show that he was at any time a friend of 
the Anti-Saloon League. He has expreksed 
the idea that “‘what men do after they fin- 
ish work is their own business, and they 
are entitled to recreation.” If, at the time, 
he had analyzed the forces behind prohibi- 
tion, he might have opposed them. 
Vauclain does not share the opinion ex- 
pressed by Henry Ford that repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment will result in a dis- 
ruption of industry. He knows the laborer 
sometimes drank to excess in the days of 
the saloon, and he believes the prohibition 
amendment accomplished great good when 
it abolished the grog shop. He has, how- 
ever, Mo apprehension that’ the Monday 
morning lay-off, caused -by carousing over 
the week-end, will be augmented. if the 
eighteenth amendment is rescinded. 

“The workingman hasn’t changed,” he 
said. “I never had very much trouble with 
him. If @ man drank too much, I reduced

the speakeasies are worse, and, in addition, 
the men make liquor in their homes. 

“IT had a hammer man once who used to 
drink a quart of Scotch a day. I thought 
it was bad, and I asked my doctor about 
him. The doctor said that the liquor 
wouldn't hurt a man who did such heavy 
work all day, that the alcohol comes out 
through the pores of the skin. It didn’t 
hurt him, either.’’ 

In short, Vauclain felt that men must de- 
cide this question for themselves. As a 
young man, he had smoked and had chewed 
tobacco. He probably took an infrequent 
drink. He abandoned all of these pleasures, 
however, in the interest of economy. When 
prohibition seemed possible of accomplish- 
ment, he gave his tacit support. He was 
not alone in hig belief, when it went into 
effect in January, 1920, that the results 
would be salutary. He did not foresee, and 
few did, the era of crime and corruption, 
of speakeasies and bootleggers, which lay 
ahead. 

His judgment today is that the amend- 
ment must be repealed. He believes. the 
proposal offered by Senator Dwight W. 
Morrow of New Jersey in May, 1930, is the 
most logical program for the future. How, 
asked Mr. Morrow, “can the control of the 
liquor traffic be divided between Federal 
and state governments in a way that will 
recognize the habits and sentiments and 
moral principles of people in the different 
parts of the country?” Like Mr. Vauclain, 
Senator Morrow insisted, of course, that the 
return ofthe saloon would never be tol- 
erated. 

“Certain modifications may be  neces- 
sary,’ Vauclain said, “but in its general out- 
line, I favor the plan for repeal offered by 
Senator Morrow. It provides that the 
states that desire prohibition can have it. 
They are offered the protection of the Fed- 
eral Government against importation from 
the wet states. Prohibition, as it now 
stands, has not worked and cannot work. 
I was for it because it abolished the sa- 
loons and the grogshops. Instead, our citics 
and even the country districts have speak- 
easies. The bootlegger is getting the reve- 
nue which should, in part, go to the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Mr. Vauclain explained he had no moral 
feeling regarding drinking. Some months 
ago a man called at his office and offered 
to sell him some particularly fine “import- 
ed stock.” 

“I saw him,” he said, “and told him that 
I didn’t want any. He reminded me that 
his visit had been ‘confidential,’ and I re- 
plied that I had not the slightest intention 
of telling anyone why he had come or his 
name. I said that I didn’t propose to do 
the work of the Government. I¢ he chose 
to violate the law, that was his own busi- 
ness and he could take the risk of being 

caught. I told him, also, that I didn’t think 
he was much worse than other people who 
violated any of a thousand other laws.”

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 5.—News 
that China has asked the United 
States to uso its good offices in be- 
half of Chinese being deported 
from Sonora was received with re- 
sentment today by the Mexican 


Government, 

A statement issued by the For- 
eign Office termed China's actoin 
“ynwarranted because of its im- 
prudence” and said the Mexican 
authorities had been acting in the 
Sonora case “in accord with the 
circumstances.” It was added that 
Mexico could not accept “interfer- 
ence’ by the Chinese legation in 
Washington. 

Chinese Minister Sam Young said 
after a visit to Foreign Secretary 
‘strada that the relations between 
the two nations were cordial. He 
said the Government had promised 
that measures would be taken to 
protect Chinese nationals and that 
he had instructed his fellow-coun- 
trymen to comply with whatever 
legal steps were ordered. 

He said he understood local au- 
thorities had temporarily suspend- 
ed orders for expulsion of Chinese 
from Sonora aad thought that the 
ontinued flight of refugees to 
border points was due to the fact 
that they were not acquainted with 
the new situation. 

He was optimistic that an ami- 
cable settlement of the difficulties 
would be arranged and said the ap- 
peal for United States intervention 
had been made without his knowl- 
edge. 

Formal Request for Good Offices 
Presented to U. 5. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.--a for- 
mal request that the United States 
exercise its good offices regarding 
the treatment of Chinese in Mexico 
was received today at the State 
Department from the Chinese lega- 
tion yesterday. 

Yung Kwai, Charge a’Affaires 
ad interim, mentioned only the 
State of Sonora, although previous 
complaints also have referred to 
the State of Sinaloa. 

Acting Secretary Castle of the 
State Department took the request 
under consideration. No official 
action on it is expected until 
Tuesday. 


Mexico Increases Military Forces 
in Northern States. 
By the Associated Press. 

NOGALES, Ariz., Sept. 5.—Re- 
ceiving reports of violence against 
Chinese and confiscation of Chi- 
nese-owned property in the north- 
ern states of Mexico, Federal au- 
thorities of that country are in- 
creasing military forces in the af- 
fected area. Additional men have 
been dispatched to points along 
the border and into the Arizpe 
district, 50 miles south of Cananea, | 
by Gen. M. Garay, commander of 
the Mexican troops in Nogales, 
Sonora. 

The commanding officer at Agua 
Prieta was instructed to send 
troops to points where Chinese are 
located in order to afford them 
every protection. 

Officials said the fact 
Chinese ranchers and merchants 
had become wealthy while Mexi- 
cans were in poverty accounted for 
the deportation of the Chinese.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 5.—The 
complaint of one woman nas re- 
sulted in a request for an inves- 
tigation into 3000 divorces of re- 
cent years in Southern New York. 

Because of evidence unearthed 
by District Attorney E. N. Edward 
and presented to the Nassau Coup- 
ty grand jury, he ordered yester- 
day that the divorce records be ex- 
amined for latest testimony on 


which decrees may have been 
granted. 

As the initial step in the inquiry, 
the District Attorney obtained a 
warrant for Louis Greenspan, a 
Jamaica (N. Y.) Lawyer, who spe- 
cializes in divorce suits. When 
police went to arrest. him they 
found his office deserted and re- 
ported there were indications that 
quantities of records had been re- 
moved. 

The complaint that resulted in 
the investigation was made by Mrs. 

She said she had 
been separated from Philip Paxton 
of Long Island in 1927, but only 
recently learned he had obtained 
a divorce on supposed evidence of 
misconduct in 1929 and 1930.

Leopold Salvator was a nephew 
of the last Grand Duke of Tuscany 
and was closely related to the for- 
mer royal house of Austria- Hun- 
gary. Before the downfall of the 
dual monarchy he elected to be- 
come a bourgeois and adopted the 
name Wolfling. After the collapse 
of the monarchy he found it diffi- 
cult to make a living, but he re- 
fused no kind of work. AS a gro- 
cer near Vienna he personally sold 
his wares, but people got used to 
seeing an Archduke in the role of 
tradesman and business became s0 
bad he finally had to sell out. Lat- 
r it was reported that he turned 
guide and showed tourists around 
the royal palaces.

The body of the Archduke will lie 
in state at St. Stephen’s Cathedral.
